Parents take steps 
on Glen Road sidewalks 


A group of Glen Road area residents 
is continuing its push for sidewalks 
along that meandering road. 

They have called a meeting for 
Tuesday, Jan. 4, at 7:30 p.m. at the 
Glen Road School. The meeting is for 
the discussion of plans, exchange of 
information, and hopefully for the 
securing of permission from land 
owners to build the sidewalk on 
private land, along the north side of 
Gleh Road. 

“ We can't let this problem sit,” 
said Mrs. Maureen Ahern of Glen 
Road. She said that two children have 
been struck by cars on Glen Road in 
recent months. 


Parents in the area have formed a 
committee, called the Parents 
Concerned for School Safety. In their 
drive to have sidewalks built, they 
have consulted an endless chain of 
government officials. Mrs. Inez 
Murray of Faulkner Avenue said that 
she wished there was a way that the 
group could have been told the steps 
necessary to secure the sidewalks. 

The problem involves the legal 


status of Glen Road. It has never 
been formally laid out, and the bounds 
of the street are indistinct. The 
residents do not want a formal laying 
out of the street, because that would 
convert it into a wide speedway for 
through traffic and many homes 
would be taken. All they want are 
sidewalks. 

Because the boundaries of the road 
are indistinct, the sidewalks cannot be 
built on town land along the road. 
Therefore, the committee has con- 
sulted with the town engineer, seeking 
to have the sidewalk built on private 
land 

They have examined such a 
“meandering sidwealk”’ in the town of 
Bedford. It runs around trees, behind 
stone walls, and through front yards. 


And it works. e children have 
somewhere to walk, and do not have 
to dodge cars. 


Mrs. Ahern said that the committee 
intends to push the job to completion. 
She said that she would not be able to 
forgive herself if she were to let the 
issue drop, and then a child were to be 
hurt next year.

Town Manager wants 
director of public safety 


‘Town Manager Sterling Morris has 
filed with the town clerk an article for 
the warrant of the 1977 towf meeting 
which, if voted, would give him the 
power to appoint a director of public 
safety, after the vote had been con- 
firmed later by a ballot vote by the 
citizens of Wilmington. The Director 
of Public Safety may be appointed in- 
stead of a Police Chief and/or a Fire 
Chief. 

The specific amendment the Town 
Manager seeks is to the Act of 1950, 
Chapter 592, establishing a Town 
Manager form of government in 
Wilmington. He seeks to amend Sec- 
tion 12 (a) to read: 

Section 12 (a) 1: 

Notwithstanding paragraph 12 (a), 
the Town Manager may appoint a 
Director of Public Safety instead of 
the appointment of a chief of police 
and/or chief of the Fire Department. 

‘The article will be discussed in a 
public hearing on January 25th at 7:30 

.m. 

Sterling Morris told the Town Crier 
yesterday that he has been thinking of 
changes for the past several years in 
the structure of the Police and Fire 
Departments. He feels that there 
should be a director of public safety. 

Wilmington’s Police Chief told the 
Town Crier that a director of public 
safety may be appointed by almost 
any Board of Selectmen, in 
Massachusetts, but in Wilmington the 
case is different. The Town Manager 
Act of 1950 has taken away this power 
from Wilmington’s selectmen, but did 
not give it to the Town Manager. _ 


Mr. Morris, Lynch said, tried a cou- 
ple of years ago to have the change 
made;-but the town meeting did not 
vote for it. He was not surprised that 
the town manager was trying it again. 

Lynch and Fire Chief Arthur 
Boudreau rank among the highest 
paid officers in the Town of 
Wilmington. Both receive about $30 
thousand a year - twice the pay of the 
highest paid patrolman or private. 

Lynch said, it is not unusual for 
police or firemen to make as much as 
their chiefs, part of the time at least. 
He mentioned various instances, 
some in Wilmington and some in other 
towns. The men get high pay, he said, 
during the vacation periods, for 
firemen or patrolmen to work two 
shifts, and be paid at time and a half 
for the second shift. 

He illustrated his point by the story 
of a man in Dracut, and then by the 
case of a Wilmington man, who when 
his shift of duty was over in 
Wilmington went to Tewksbury and 
fill&@ in for 10 hours, and was paid at 
the rate of $19.50 an hour. 

The difficulty with the proposed 
change, Lynch said, was that it left 
the men in the two departments with 
nothing to which to aspire. “I would 
be opposed to it, at this point, for that 

He spoke of himself and Arthur 
Boudreau as retiring some time in the 
future, and of one or the other being 
appointed to take both positions as a 
Director of Public Safety.

Town seeking input 
on development 


The Town of Wilmington needs 
some people to tell it how to spend 
some money. 

The town is preparing an’applica- 
tion for federal grant assistance under 
Title I of the Housing and Community 
Development Act of 1974. Part of that 
act calls for citizen participation. 

Public hearings will be held on 
January 5 at 7:30 p.m. at the Town 
House (Mildred Rogers School) and 
on January 11 at 7:30 p.m. at the 
library. 

Peter Holzmeister, assistant town 
manager, said that the grants range 
between a minimum of $75,000 and a 
maximum of $250,000. He said that 
community development projects that 
would qualify are ones such as public 
works projects, or the purchase of 
land by the town.

Mr. Morris feels that there can be

He is recommending the addition of 
three police officers and two persons 
in the public buildings department. 
He wants to have the additional police 
to help crime prevention by 
eliminating the opportunity for crime 
behavoir in Wilmington. The Police 
Department, Morris says, needs to 
modernize their record and informa- 
tion system and install new equip- 
ment. He is recommending a radio- 
telephone logging recording system 
which will take record all com- 
munications at the Police Station. 
This system, he feels, will be very 
helpful in emergencies” 

Unemployment compensation for 
town employees will be required, 
beginning on January 1, 1978, through 
legislation signed last October 1976 by 
President Ford. This will add to the 
costs this year, but the figures are 
not, at this time, certain. 

The school budget, Morris says, will 
have a most significant cost center, 
He is advised, he says, that it will be 
$403,840 over the last budget. 

The Shawsheen Regional School 
District estimates, at this time that 
their budget for Wilmington will be 
the same as last year's request - or/a 
19 per cent increase over the 
propriation for last year. 

The 1976 tax rate for Wilmington 
was $68.60. The ratio of assessment 
was 61 per cent, The full value rate, 
compared by the state, was $36.95. 


Candidates’ filing 
deadline Jan. 31 


The Wilmington Board of 
Registrars has announced that the 
last day for filing nomination papers 
with the Registrars of Voters is 
January 31 at 5 p.m. 

Heading the list of offices open for 
election in 1977 are two three-year 
terms on the Board of Selectmen. The 
seats are presently held by Chairman 
George Boylen and Attorney James 
Banda. Neither has made a formal 
announcement as to his intentions. 

On the School Committee, two 
three-year terms are open for elec- 
tion, plus an unexpired two-year term. 

Chairman John Brooks and David 
Dingle are the holders of the seats up 
for a three-year term. Lester White, 
occupies the seat open for a two-year 
term. He was appointed to the School 
Committee on October 11 to fill the 
unexpired term of Dr. Francis 
Sullivan. 

Two seats are open for election on 
the Housing Authority, one for five 
years, one for three. The incumbents 
are Leo Woodside and Lorraine 
Brozyna. 

A five year term on the Redevelop- 
ment Authority is open. William F. 
Butt now holds that office. 

The seat of Eugene L. Kritter on the 
Regional Vocational/Technical School 
Committee is open, a three-year 
term. Kritter has announced that he 
will not be a candidate. 

The office of Moderator is also open 
to election, as it is annually. The in- 
cumbent is Attorney John Callan. 

The Town Crier will print an- 
nouncements of candidacy at no 
charge, if they are submitted prior to 
the filing deadline Any an- 
nouncements submitted after the 
January 31 deadline will be accepted 
only as paid advertisements.

Wilmington’s needs 


‘The latest proposal for a bridge in 
Wilmington can only be labeled 
bizarre. 

It has nothing to do with 
Wilmington’s needs. It provides an 
answer to a problem in Concord. A 
new passenger service is desired 
between that town and Boston. 
Freight cars must have a different 


route as a result. That route is to be . 


through Wilmington. The Route 62 
bridge is too low for the new freight 
cars coming. So build a new bridge, 
and then institute new passenger traf- 
fic between Concord and Boston. 

The sad part is that the commercial 
center of Wilmington will be 
destroyed in the process, and the 
proposals for a Route 129 Alternate 
are being neatly tucked into Kirk 
Street, which, as some may 
remember, is a small street off Main 
Street. 

There can be far better proposals 
than the one just given Wilmington. 
All that is needed is a little thinking - 
not those expensive surveys and re- 
surveys of recent years, but a little 
plain thinking 

Remember the Shawsheen Avenue 
bridge? It was a problem without a 
solution, until Rep. Fred Cain came 
up with the idea of a bridge near Roc- 
co's Restaurant 

‘The Route 62 bridge can be rebuilt 
Just turn Fred Cain loose. 

He is the expert if one can say so, on 
bridges 

Get back to practicality. 

Mr. Cain had a good route laid out, 
nearly ready for bids, for an alternate 


to Route 129. There was nothing '~ 
destructive to the environment. ' 
There was nothing destructive to 
tive to commerce. That was half a 
dozen years ago. 

But, as all the world knows, there 
had been nothing.but surveys and re- 
surveys. As the surveys go on and on 
the lines of traffic tied autos increase 
and increase on Route 129. 

Instead of destroying commercial 
Property, do the planning in such a 
manner as to increase commercial 
Property in this town. 

Wilmington needs badly some de- 
cent commercial enterprises, in a 
good location. The people of 
Wilmington have to go long distances 
sometimes to buy what they want. 
‘They should have an opportunity to do 
so in Wilmington, and people who 
want to open stores should have that 
opportunity too. 

The pressing needs are there. Small 
shopping plazas have been located in 
places which do not serve the public 
needs. 

‘The commercial zone can be provid: 
ed, if ever that Route 129 Alternate, 
gets built. There should be enough 
commercially zoned land, at that 
time, to increase the shopping oppor- 
tunities of the Wilmington four or five 
fold. 

A new Route 129 Alternate, no new 
bridge in Wilmington Square, and 
some decent opportunity for com- 
merce in Wilmington. 

Those are the needs for 1977 to look 
at 


The Tewksbury incinerator 


Tewksbury’s selectmen last night 
appointed a board to investigate and 
conduct a campaign for the establish- 
ment of a:_regional incinerator in 
Tewksbury. As has been previously 
discussed, this incinerator should be 
off Route 93, in Tewksbury 

This could be of importance to the 
town. The Planning Board feels that 
it could mean $1 million or nearly so, 
in revenue each year, plus the tax 
money from other facilities that 
probably will locate nearby. 


Such revenne could cut the tax rate 
in Tewksbury $4 a year 

One thing that the people of 
Tewksbury would probably want is no 
direct access. There should be, many 
feel, no direct road to the incinerator 
from South Street. Let all access be 
from Route 93 

That is probably an important point 
It would be much better for the peo- 
ple of that neighborhood, and for 
Tewksbury, to have no big trucks us- 


ing Tewksbury highways

Wilmington newcomer 


JBF DIP eats oil spills 


‘The Argo Merchant oil spill has 
brought a great deal of attention to a 
field that is of long-standing interest 
to a research and development firm in 
Wilmington. 

JBF Scientific Corporation 
manufactures oil skimmers. 

‘The company moved to Wilmington 
from Burlington during 1976 and now 

‘a 200,000 square foot plant on 
Jewel Drive. off Eames Street. JBF 
carries on scientific research and 
development in a number of different 
fields, but their front-line product is 
the oil skimmer. 

The skimmer, called the JBF DIP 
(Dynamic Inclined Plane). is produc- 
ed in several different sizes. With the 
exception of the largest one, all are 
produced at the plant in Wilmington 

Most of their devices are designed 
for harbor use, and would not be able 
to withstand the rough seas at the site 
of the Argo Merchant spill. Their 
largest model, the JBF DIP 5001, is 
under construction at a boat yard in 
Warren, Rhode Island. A- 68-foot 
vessel. it will be able to work in seas 
up to eight feet 

The first 5001 is due to be completed, 
in January, It was built for Gulf Oi 
for use in Ireland, at Whiddy Island in 
Bantry Bay. JBF studied conditions 
at Bantry Bay and designed the vessel 
to withstand the conditions: and 
operate in the waters of Bantry Bay 

The smaller models have been in 
production for a few years, and have 
proven themselves time and again 
‘An explosion in Brooklyn in January 


1975, resulted in a spill of up to two 
million gallons of oil. Two days later, 
a DIP 3003 was brought in, and it 
began transferring oil at the rate of 
6000 gallons per hour. Four days 
later. another DIP was brought to the 
site. and it harvested over 400,000 
gallons of oil during 300 operating 
hours.

JBF also carries on engineering 
work in other areas. including studies 
of wind energy; energy storage, com- 
puter programming and noise reduc- 
tion. The company also conducts 
studies in environmental programs, 
such as treatment of pollutants in har- 
bors and navigible waterways, and the 
decontamination of mercury-laden 
sediments.
